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'Ae  Defense  Conncunlcatioas  *'  jency  Library  is  a member  of  the 
FEDUNK  network  of  the  Ohio  Coll'.ie  Library  Center  time  share(J  catalog- 
ing network  system.  It  uses  the  OCLC  100  terminal  and  an  IBM  Selectric 
typewriter  as  the  printer.  It  catalogs  monographs,  serials  and  series 
main  entries,  and  analytic  entries  using  the  OCLC  system. 

The  library  has  a collection  of  technical  reports  prepared  by 
DCA  staff  members  and  by  DCA  contractors.  Many  of  the  reports,  perhaps 
50  o/o,  are  not  in  the  bibliographic  records  of  the  Defense  Documentation 
Center  and/or  the  National  Technical  Information  Service j nor  are  catalog 
cards,  book  catalogs,  or  magnetic  tapes  readily  obtainable  for  the  DCA 
technical  reports  which  are  recorded  by  them. 

The  ^mmanding  ^flcer  of  DCA  has  directed  the  librarian  to  place 
all  of  the  DCA  staff- and  contractor-  prepared  reports  under  catalog 
control. 

The  librarian  asked  this  company  as  part  of  contract  DCA-lOO-76- 
C-0067  to  investigate  the  i>08siblllty  of  assigning  OCLC  MARC  (Machine 
Readable  Cataloging)  tags  to  the  bibliographic  elements  of  DD  Form  1473 » 
the  Report  Documentation  Page  which  is  required  as  an  insert  for  all 
technical  reports  prepared  by  or  for  DCA.  This  report  is  submitted  in 
response  to  the  request,  which  was  made  early  in  October  1976* 

At  that  time  some  other  libraries  in  FEDUNK  were  inputting  biblio- 
graphic data  to  OCLC  through  their  terminals  to  secure  catalog  cards 
and  records  on  an  archival  tape,  or  to  secure  records  on  tape  without 
cards,  through  procedures  idilch  used  the  UliKIIOWN  designation  in  the  OCLC 
record  number  position.  Since  no  bibliographic  data  was  entered  and 
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stored  in  the  OCLC  data  base  by  p.uag  these  procedures,  there  vas  no 
need  for  strict  con5)li8nce  with  tixe  OCLC  or  MARC  requireicents.  The 
objective  at  DCA  was  to  obtain  cf‘*valog  cards  for  technical  reports 
which  would  file  easily  with  cards  for  books,  and  to  obtain  tape  records 
for  technical  reports  which  could  be  used  with  tape  records  for  books  in 
the  computer  printouts  for  the  seven  different  catalogs  (or^nversions ) 
in  book  form. 

late  in  January  1977  information  was  received  from  FEDLINK  which 
casts  doubt  on  the  possibility  of  achlevii^  the  original  objective.  The 
collective  archival  tape  for  FEDUMK  must  be  processed  to  provide  tapes 
for  individual  libraries  , at  a cost  and  on  a schedule  not  yet  deter- 
mined. Furthermore,  OCLC  has  announced  that  the  UNKNOWN  procedures 
will  be  dropped  soon  from  the  system  capabilities. 

Ihis  report  would  appear  to  be  an  academic  exercise  but  for  another 
event  in  January.  Other  librarians  in  FEDLINK  with  similar  needs  wish 
to  enter  COSATP style  cataloging  for  technical  reports  (including  the 
DD  1^73  records)  into  their  OCLC  card  and/or  tape  formats,  m iswilt 


rklng  Group  on  Journal  Articles  and  Technical  Re- 


ports; Formats  has  been  established,  sponsored  by  the  Council  on  Library 
Resources;  and  the  members  are  already  at  work  on  the  problems  of  assign- 
ing MARC  tags  to  the  elements  of  technical  reports  from  the  viewpoint  of 
common  usage  in  the  MARC  system.  — 


Consequently  this  report  should  be  considered  only  as  an  initial 

step  in  a broader  effort  which  will  be  carried  forward  under  other  auspices. 
DIFFERENCES  IN  CATALXING  SYSTEMS 

The  OCLC  system  is  b.''"  ’ on  Library  of  " e*ss  MAP'!’  IT  cataloging, 

which  is  the  most  unlvcr.^ai  standard  for  fclbll 'graphic  c^n.iinlor.tion. 

MARC  II  cataloging  is  based  on  the  Anglo-Auerlcan  Catalogicg  Rjiles, 


Mqrth  American  edition,  for  the  choice  and  form  of  entries  aid  headings 


and  for  the  description  of  the  h^ohs  and' other  materials;  and  vhlle 
oriented  toward  LC  classiflcatlc'i  and  subject  headings,  it  accomnodates 
other  systems  as  veil.  • 

DD  l*J-73  cataloging  Is  based,  more  loosely,  on  the  COSATI  (Committee 
for  Scientific  and  Technical  Information)  rules  for  cataloging  technical 
reports.  Vihile  there  are  philosophical  differences  in  the  rules  for 
OCLC  MARC  and  for  DO  lU-73,  especially  in  the  forms  of  corporate  entry, 
and  vhlle  the  COSATI  rules  use  some  bibliographic  elements  which  are 
not  found  in  the  AACR,  the  similarities  exceed  the  differences.  There 
are  significant  differences  in  the  application  or  potentied  appllcaticn 
of  the  rules  end  practices.  MARC  cetaloglng  is  done  by  professional 
eatelogere  and  provides  a coherent,  uniform  product  vlthin  reasonable 
lladts  of  human  error.  The  DD  1U73  forma  are  filled  out  by  the  per- 
forming organizations,  that  is,  by  amateurs  in  regards  to  cataloging. 
They  follow  one  page  of  rules  for  filling  out  DD  1U73  and  never  see  the 
COSATI  rules.  When  the  entries  from  many  1473 's  e^re  assembled  together 
as  card  catalogs  or  as  catalogs  in  'booh  form,  there  is  no  uniformity  or 
coherence  to  the  result.  This  result  argues  that  the  cataloging  of 
technical  reports  shoxild  be  done  from  the  reports  themselves  as  veil  as 
from  the  information  on  the  DD  1473 's. 

SOURCES  FOR  THE  BIBLIOGRAPHIC  ELET-EiTS 
MARC  cataloglirg  is  done  from  the  vorV  In  hand,  and  increasingly 
in  recent  years  by  reference  also  to  the  CIP  (cataloging  in  publication) 
entry  printed  in  the  booh  by  the  publisher  from  cataloging  copy  prepared 
by  the  Library  of  Congress.  If  there  is  a conflict  in  an  element  from 
the  two  sources,  the  element  is  used  which  is  supported  by  reference  to 
the  vorh  itself.

TECHNICAL  REPORTS  AND  THE  RECORDS  IN  THE  OCLC  DATA  B/\SE 
Technical  rcpoits  are  eligible  for  input  to  the  data  base  of  the 
OCLC  system  if  they  are  cataloged  by  AACR  NA  ed.  and  if  MARC  II  tags 
are  used,  i.  e.,  if  the  cataloging  is  done  from  the  piece  and  not  from 
the  Information  on  DD  lU73*  Information  contained  on  DD  1U73  and  not 
fovmd  in  the  piece  may  be  added  in  brackets  to  the  OCLC  catalog  entry. 

TECHNICAL  REPORTS  EXCLUDED  FROM  THE  OCLC  DATA  BASE 
Ihe  OCLC  system  permits  users  to  prepare  catalog  entries  without 
entering  them  into  the  OCLC  data  base,  and  to  receive  the  entries  on 
the  users'  archival  magnetic  tapes  and/or  to  receive  the  entries  as 
catalog  cards.  This  service  requires  that  UNKNOWN  appear  In  the  XLC 
number  position  before  the  commands  of  PRODUCE,  SEND  are  keyed  In. 

There  are  two  ways  to  obtain  the  UNKNOWN  designation: 

1.  Search  the  data  base.  If  a suitable  record  Is  found,  key  In  new^

PR0BLI33  OF  DIFFEREirT  IffiANINGS  FOR  EXISTING  TAGS 
Although  there  is  an  ample  supply  of  numbers  for  MARC  tags.  Indicators 
and  subfield  codes,  the  numbers  not  used  by  the  OCLC  system  cannot  be 
assigned  to  the  DD  1^73  needs  carelessly,  because  some  are  reserved  for 
MARC  serials  tags  and  others  are  not  accepted  by  the  OCLC  programs.  The 
result  is  that  new  meanings  have  to  be  assigned  for  existing  tags,  or  the 
meanings  have  to  be  skewed  to  accommodate  bibliographic  elements  of  the 
technical  reports.  The  changes  do  not  affect  the  cards  in  the  DCA 
library  catalogs  because  the  filers  make  the  necessary  adjustments  as 
they  file  card  by  card.  The  problems  are  more  complicated  in  writing  the 
program  specifications  for  printing  out  the  DCA  library  catalogs  in 
book  form.  The  solution  suggested  by  Ms.  Lillian  Washington  of  FEDUNK, 
Federal  Library  Committee,  Library  of  Congress,  is  the  use  of  n in 
the  fixed  field  for  the  Govt.  Publ.  position  to  identify  technical  reports. 
The  precise  meaning  of  n here  is  "undetermined".  For  exanq)le,  n plus 
tag  l^4o  will  put  the  entry  in  the  Report  Number  Catalog  while  the  absence 
of  n plus  44o  will  put  the  text  in  the  Title  Catalog.
